A SEW ELEOTSIO MACHINE. 


Tlie Force of Sl»»nrm to be Ctillied. 


To utilize the vast, power gener.ited by 


numberless rivers and tide-ways, by trans- 
mitting it from r»glons whfre not used to 
points where it is invaluable, has long puz- 
xled scientists. In places away from the sea- 
board and the great waters courses, especially, 
power has heretofore been obtained only by 
the erect Ion ot expensive machinery, the con- 
stant generation of steam, and the conse- 
quent consumption of vast quantities ofcoal 
bronaht from a distance. 


While visiting the 'mining 'regions of the 


Sierra Nevada and Kocky Mountains in his 
late Western tour, Professor Edison was 
struck with the difficulty there had by 
minr.is In drilling and boring, though in 
many cases in the vicinity of rapid flowing 
mountain streams. 
While watching miners 


drilling by hand, a means of facilitating this 
work evolved itself from Edison's 
fertile 


brain. Turning to his intimate friend, Prof. 
IJarkei,of the University of Pennsylvania, 
he exclaimed, abstractedly, " Why cannot 
the power of yonder river (pointing to the 
Plalte River on the plain a thousand feet be- 
low) be transmitted to these men by electric- 
ity '('' This thought seemed uot lo go fioru 
Edison's head, and all the way across the 
plains on their journey home he and his 
friend " Baiky," as he calls him, discussed 
various problems for the transmission of 
power. 


Before starting for the West, Professor 


Barker had visited Ansoina, Conn., where 
his old friend, Mr. William Wallace, is en- 
gaged in the manufacture of electrical ma- 
chines. Mr. Wallace has profound scientific 
research, and besides the mechanical part of 
his business, he devotes himself enthusiasti- 
cally to that part of physics that comprehends 
electricity, magnetism and tiie polarization of 
light, lie showed Professor Barker an in- 
strument to which he had devoted the best 
years of bis life, but which was yet in a crude 
condition. He «'as still experimenting with 
it, but he believed he would so perfect it as 
to transmit pouer from one point to another 
by means of electricity. 


When the Edison party had arrived in 


New Xork, Professor Barker bethought him- 
self of the instrument previously shown him, 
and which at that time he had oniy cursorily 
examined. He invited Professor Edison to 
visit Ansonia with him, an invitation that 
was at once acceptod, The party consisted 
ol Professors Edison and Barker, Professor 
Chandler of the'Hoard ,oT Health, and Mr. 
Edison's assistant, Mr. Bacheller. 


It was an agreeable surprise to the party 


to find that Mr. Wallace bad perfected his 
machine, which he Calls a telemachon, and 
he smiled with prido as he pointed to a num- 
ber of these machines, each one an improve- 
ment upon its predecessor, anil each having 
rccjuiied years to design and nearly 51,000 
to construct.

gloated over it. Thou power was applied lo 
the lelemachou, and eight electric lights were 
kept ablaze at one time, each being equal to 
4,000 candled, the sub-division- of electric 
lights being a thing unknown to science. 
This filled up Mr, Edison's cup of joy. 
He 


ran from the instrument to the lights, and 
from the lislits back to the instrument. He 
sprawled over a table with the simplicity of 
a child, and made all kinds of calculations. 
He calculated the power of the instrument 
and of the lights, the probablo loss of power 
in transmission, the amount of coal the in- 
strument would save in a day, a week, a 
month, a year, and the result of such sav- 
ings on manufacturing. 


The cool, impassive Prof. Chandler also 


went about, note book iu hand, informing 
himself upon the minutest details. 


That a man like Mi. Wallace, alter study- 


ing privately upon the subject for years, 
should calmly, deliberately, and without os- 
tentation, bring out before them an instru- 
ment calculated to revolutionize the entire 
manufacturing business, filled the party with 
amazement. 


By means of it power may be obtained 


from places where river power or tidal power- 
is abundant, or may be generated wheie 
fuel is cheap, as at the coal mines, and by 
means of an ordinary cable be transmitted 
hundreds of uiiles. 
The cable may be 


tapped at any point and power used there- 
from. 


Some notion of the stupendous results 


that may follow should the telmachon prove 
completely successful, is given in the opinion 
of Prof, C. W. Siemens of the Royal Society 
ol'Gieat Britain, who has recently visited 
this country. In a recent address in Glas- 
gow be said that in England a means of 
transmitting power by electricity must soon 
be the important problem of the day. 
What 


are the English people to do when their coal 
is exhausted? Of America and her great 
water courses he said: 
" The amount of water falling over Niag- 


ara is equal to 100,000,000 tons an hour fall- 
ing 150 feet. The amount of coal required 
annually to raise such a weight up to the 
point from which it fell, which is a measure 
of the amount ol power yielded by that 
water in falling, would require thecousurnp- 
lion of 200,000,000 of tons of coal a year, 
which is the amount now consumed by the 
entire world. Now, if 50 per cent, of the 
power used to drive the first diriamo-elfctfic 
machine may be recovered from the second; 
and hence, if the whole power of Niagara 
could be utilized it could be distributed over 
the United Slates, so as to give from that 
waterfall alone a power equal to the present 
entire mechanical force of the world, estima- 
ting that one-half the coal used is solely for 
mechanical purposes." 


As an example how the fall of such a body 


as the falls of Niagara could be practically 
utilized by means of the telemachon, a gen- 
tleman who lias studied the subject for years 
gav« the following illustration last Sunday : 
A series of flumes could be constructed from 
the edge of the descent of the American falls 
to the level of the water below of a size suf- 
ficient to carry all the water of the Niagara 
River through water wheels. 
With shafting 


tliis power would be used to turn the ma- 
chine generating th« electric current. This 
current could then be earned to New York 
city by conductors, which are copper rods. 
These lods may be tapped then at any point, 
wherever power is needed, and wires carried 
into factories just as gas is now carried in 
pipes through the streets. In the factory a 
leleuiachon would be placed of a power suf- 
ficiently great to ruu J,he shafting. Thus 
the entire power required by tiie State of 
New York might be taken off along the line 
of the main conductors. 
The amount of 


electricity taken ofl' at any one point would 
be readily regulatid in the same way in 
which the cuirerit lakes from a battery for 
telegraphic purposes is now regulated—that 
is, by introducing suitable resistance in the 


men ara employed. 
A series of experiments 


with the instrument has shown that in the 
transmission of this enarrnous power b^ 
electricity only 20 per cent. Is lost. 


The, electricity from the wonderful tele- 


machon.may be applied to Illumination. 
It 


solves the problem of the subdivision of 
electric lights. Both the Wallace foundry 
and the Parrel foundry, near by, are lighted 
by these lights, the army "of men being 
formed iu tno divisions, one working during 
the day and the other up to midnight. 
Thickly studded as these foundries are with 
heavy machinery, and obstructed as the 
light must necessarily be by the ponderous 
craves, drills, supporting columns, and pro- 
jections, a clear light Is thrown upon the ma- 
chinery, perfectly illuminating it. 
Adjust- 


ments to the thirty-second of an inch rnay 
be made without the least strain upon the 
eyes, A beautiful effect of this light is its 
polarization—tlmt mottled appearance which 
it assumes when falling through glass. This 
is the only artificial light, it is said, that is 
capable of producing il. 


The following is an estimate, made by an 


expert, of what it would cost to light the 
streets of New York with these lights: The 
average street burner gives a light equal to 
ten caudles. Assuming that one. of the eight, 
electric lights produced by the power of one 
machine is equal to 4,000 candies, and as- 
suming that there are 5,1)00 lamps, each 
lamp burning 20 cubic feet of gas an hour, 
at a cost of $1 a thousand feet, it would re- 
quire 12| of these machines to furnish ail 
the light required. The cost of the gas by 
this rough estimate would be $100 an hour. 
To produce the same light by electricity 
would require, say, thirteen machines, placed 
upon towers. The cost of a siugle light 
equal tolhat of 1,000 caudles would be three 
cents an hour. Each machine giving 4,000 
candlelights would cost, therefore, twelve 
cents an hour, and thirteen would cost $1.58 
an hour.

CHINESE LEPIIO&T.—In that slum-hole 


of the Chinese quarter—if any special desig- 
nation of filtbiiiess be applicable to the gi- 
gantic nuisance in tiie aggregate—known as 
Bull Run alley, is located the leper hospital, 
an iustitution the existence of which is little 
known to the outside world. The alley in 
question has a depth of about on,: hundred 
yaids. U is line.d on either side with dirt- 
begrimed rookeries of antique architecture, 
representing early San Francisco in that ad- 
vanced sta.ge of putrid decay which might 
correspond with the rottenuess of the. Egyp- 
tian catacombs. In all the utter filthini'ss of 
Chinatown, this sitygian retreat excels in its 
multiplicity of sickening odors, each in itself 
too rank and ponderous lo combine, except 
through some powerful amalgamating pro- 
cess. Iu a row of low wooden buildings at 
the northern extremity of the alley is situ- 
ated the supreme horror of the place, the 
leper hospital. 
That such a dangerous 


abomination should be permitted to exist in 
the very heart of a populous city In America 
is one of the mysteries of this stupendous ex- 
halation, San Francisco. 
In exploring this 


retreat a Chronicle reporter discovered in 
different apartments on the lower floor no 
less than eighteen wretched victims of lep- 
rosy in the various stages of horrible distor- 
tion peculiar to the loathsome disease pre- 
scribed in Holy Writ as the piirns curse of 
humanity. The subjects were stretched on 
rude forms, covered with mats, and writhing 
and groaning with pain. 
A portion of the 


cases examined presented the peculiar symp- 
toms of the scaly leprosy, the llesh of the 
body and limbs being covered with white 
scales, while at the extremities the flesh was 
in a slate of rottenness, the lingers seeming 
liable to drop off. Other cases weie of the 
type known as elephantiasis, ttie eilects of 
which are even more horribly repulsive than 
those previously described. Iu tliis form of 
the disease the limbs swell to an enormous 
size, and the flesh of the face is distorted in 
great protuberances out of all resemblance 
to human countenance. 
The rooms of this 


horrible retreat were dark and black with the 
smoke Irani a number of furnaces, at which 
cooking was going on after the filthy style In 
vogue with the Chinese. This place is only 
resorted to by the lepers, afier the disease is 
so far advanced as to preveut them from 
longer obtaining a livelihood at cigar-making 
aud other industries; and the collection ot 
utterly helpless lepers here described repre- 
sents only a fraction of the number that 
might be discovered by a thorough search ol 
the Chinese quarter. The remainder of Bull 
Run alley, contiguous to the leper hospitals, 
isruhabited by Chinese vegetable peddlers and 
others engaged iu the lower pursuits.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

Would so important a pic- 
ure or artist have been omitted? One 
rainling is recorded by Paola da Verona of a 
iladonna costumed iu the Egyptian manner,

ress of the so-styled Beatrice, concealing 
ier hair: the whole a bizarre costume and

Mr. Ford attempted Ip 
sei/.e the animal, and in the efluil the ani- 
mal bit him on his right hand, between the 
thumb and index linger.

immediately killed the dog and then has- 
tened to Dr. 11. C. Batteson, who cauier- 
ized all the. wounds of Mr. Ford and bis 
children. The occurrence was forgolten 1111- 
il Monday last, when Mr. Ford felt an acute 
,jain iu his hand, extending up his arm. 
Dr. 


Liatteson was at once summoned. Nothing 
was noticed to indicate cause tor alarm ex- 
cept that when the medicine was adminis- 
tered lie refuted to let his attendants remove 
the spoon from his mouth, clutching it in Iris 
teeth. Tuesday morning the patient was 
,ble, with great difficulty, lo lake a drink of 
.valer, but could uot take any ice. Later in 
the morning his skin became so sensitive lo 
,he slight currents of air that he was unable 
M sit by an open window'. About noon he 
drank iwu" tumblers of water, which was the 
last time he partook of it, although his calls 
for it were frequent. 
In the afternoon lie 


took a short walk from rhe bouse., but on at- 
tempting to return, the faint summer breeze 
being f?It on his face, be uttered a cry of 
pain, aud suddenly faced about and rau lo a 
shed, crouching clown in oue corner, where 
he remained until a covered wagon was pro- 
cured and tho sutlerer removed to his house. 
The man was conscious of his terribln con- 


ition, and extorted a promise from his phv- 


ocian that if he grew worse the physician 
should shunt him to prevent him from'harm- 
ing any one. 
From the, time, lie was con- 


ducted to his house be lapirilv,grew worse, 
the spasms followed each oilier in quick 
succession. So sensitive was lie to the air 
that oveu the slight currents put in in»lion

by the wood-work of our houses being at-

Tho ravages occasioned 


by finig'rin men and other animals aie largely 
treated of by medical authors. The Bilk- 
worm, on whose labois sa many millions de- 
pend for employment and clothing, perishes 
in hntfiemeTiiimbersfroin the attacks of the 
fungus tiuwed inuscardine. 
And the aititl- 


cial real ing of fish Is seriously i ite/feiod 
witli owing lo the vitality of the deposited oca 
being destroyed by nn enveloping fungus. 
Enough has been said to explain tho popular 
prejudice against fungi, which 13 appaienlly 
justified when we chronicle cerium other dis- 
agreeable characteristics. Many of them are 
repulsive in form anil color. In not .1 few the 
small is intolerably offensive ; and, worst of 
all, the taste is virulently poisonous. 
The 


mere tasting of some of them experimentally 
has produced contraction of the jasvs, sick- 
ness, pain anil heal in the stomach, and 
slight del ilium. 
Bad may on to worse, and 


the rash inquirer mi}' be afflicted willi giddi- 
ness, debility, loss of sight and recollection, 
burning tlihst, vomiting, fainting, and vio- 
lent gripes. 
Moreover, several houis may 


elapse before alarming symptoms appeal, and 
thus It may be ton lute for tlie adaption of 
measures to eliminate the poison.—Good 
IKorifa.
